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Romney, 
Stokes Talk 
At Conference 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) — 
George Romney, U.S. Secre­ 
tary of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment, told the delegates to 
the international Conference on 
Cities here that international 
cooperation in coping with ur­ 
ban problems represents a 
“new frontier.’’ 
“We have heard much about 
new kinds of frontiers in recent 
years—the atom, space and 
more recently, the oceans. The 
oldest frontier—and the newest 
—is that where man meets 
man,’’ he said. 
Romney said mankind is fac­ 
ing “the gravest city crisis in 
history, and this time we cannot 
move on. This green earth is all 
we have. We must learn to live 
together in increasing concen­ 
trations—with greater respect 
for our world and for the qual­ 
ity of human life.” 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP)— 
Cleveland Mayor Carl B. Stokes 
told delegates to NATO’s Inter­ 
national Conference on Cities to­ 
day urban problems are be­ 
yond the capacity of local gov­ 
ernments and demanded im­ 
mense new national invest­ 
ments. 
Stokes called specifically for 
federalization of the nation’s 
housing and urban development 
programs and creation of a na­ 
tional housing insurance trust 
fund that would open housing 
opportunities to all American 
families. 
“"The national housing insur­ 
ance program will, for the first 
time, make independent choice 
of housing available to every 
income group,” he said. “We 
can eliminate segregated public 
housing. We can eliminate the 
myriad of confusing subsidy 
housing programs and the bu­ 
reaucracies which they sustain. 
With this kind of guaranteed 
market, the builders of Ameri­ 
ca will eliminate the housing 
shortage in short order,” Stokes 
said. 
Under Stokes’ plan a family 
would pay 20 per cent of its in­ 
come for housing and a nation­ 
al trust fund, possibly financed 
through a tax on real estate 
deals, would pay the difference 
between the 20 per cent and the 
actual cost of rental or home 
ownership. 
Stokes, stepping down after 
two terms in Cleveland City 
Hall, told the conference at a 
breakfast meeting the city gov­ 
ernment is no longer viable. 
The first Negro elected to head 
a major American city said city 
government “both structurally 
and financially cannot respond 
adequately 
to 
constituents 
needs and wants.” 
The only answer, he said, is 
federal intervention on a mas­ 
sive scale. He called cities and 
state governments “bankrupt 
eunuchs when it comes to meet­ 
ing the basic need of a decent 
home in a decent environment.” 
Speaking in Indianapolis, one 
of the few major U.S. cities 
with a metropolitan form of 
government, Stokes said it was 
an illusion to believe the metro­ 
politan solutions are adequate. 
Undersecretary of the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment Richard C. Vandusen 
said he was not impressed by 
Stokes’ speech. “His pessimism 
about local capacity is entirely 
unwarranted.” he said. “He 
made a very good argument for 
President 
Nixon’s 
revenue 
sharing proposals.”

Australian Airline Pays 
$560,000 Ransom To Gang 
SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — 
An Australian airline turned 
over $560,000 today to a gang 
that claimed to have put a 
barometric bomb on a Boeing 
707 jetliner with 116 passengers 
aboard. 
Quantas, 
Australia’s inter­ 
national airline, made the pay­ 
off in the center of the city, 
then was told there was no 
bomb on the aircraft by an 
anonymous caller. The plane 
landed safely at Sydney airport 
with only five minutes of fuel 
left in its tanks. 
An immediate search of the 
plane by airport officials con­ 
firmed no bomb was aboard the 
aircraft. 
The extortion plot is similar 
to a movie recently shown on 
television here called “Dooms­ 
day Flight” and police believe 
it may have given the gang the 
idea for the in-flight blackmail. 
In a similar case last August 
in Anchorage, Alaska, Western 
Airlines paid $25,000 for infor­ 
mation about a pressure-sensi­ 
tive bomb which a caller said 
wras aboard one of its jetliners 
then between Anchorage and

Police raced to the 
locker area and found the 
bomb. 
With it were three notes. One 
said a similar bomb had been 
put aboard Qantps flight 755, 
which had left two and a half 
hours earlier for Hong Kong, 
Examination of the bomb 
showed it was fitted with an un­ 
connected barometric device. If 
connected, it would explode be­ 
low 20,000 feet. 
Also in the locker was a de­ 
mand for $500,000 ransom, or 
$560,000 U.S. 
The notes said the location of 
the bomb on the plane and in­ 
structions how to defuse it 
wouid be given when the ran­ 
som was paid. 
The aircraft, then en route to 
a stop at Darwin, on the north 
coast, was ordered to return to 
Sydney immediately. The pas­ 
sengers were not told of the 
bomb threat, and the crew 
searched the plane but found 
nothing suspicious. 
While a blackout was put on 
news of the threat, Qantas offi­ 
cials conferred feverishly with 
military and police authorities. 
They decided that the money 
must be paid.

YUBA CITY, Calif. (AP) - 
The bodies of nine transient 
fruit workers, hacked with a 
machete or some kind of heavy 
knife, have been unearthed 
from the peach and plum or­ 
chards of this farming commu­ 
nity, the county sheriff an­ 
nounced today. 
Sheriff Roy White a ere said 
Juan V. Corona, 37, a farm la­ 
bor contractor, was arrested 
shortly before dawn without re­ 
sistance at a Richland Road 
home. 
“He will be booked for nine 
counts of murder,” the sheriff 
said of Corona. Whiteacre did 
not announce an alleged motive 
for the slayings. 
Under sheriff Frank Cartos- 
celli said all the victims were 
transient fruit workers, ranging 
in age from 40 to 60 and that 
the times of the killings ranged 
from five or six weeks ago to 
sometime this week. 
Corona was led into the coun­ 
ty jail with his head covered by 
a sweater and coat, his hands 
manacled behind his back. He 
was under heavy guard, after 
his arrest in south Yuba City. 
Two dozen 
deputies 
had 
raided the same house earlier 
only to find it unoccupied. 
The bodies were found—eight 
Tuesday and one last Friday— 
in two local fruit orchards. 
All were in shallow graves. 
Cartoscelli said the weapon 
was a machete or a heavy 
knife. 
“Most of the back of their 
heads were hacked up, and all 
were stabbed in the chest area. 
All were buried the same 
way,” he said. 
The first of the discoveries 
was made last Friday on the 
farm of Goro Kagehiro, who 
said he had noticed a hole 
about two-feet-deep and six- 
feet-long but thought nothing of 
it Then he returned to find the 
hole filled up and thought 
someone had buried stolen 
property. 
He called the sheriffs office. 
In subsequent digging they “un­ 
covered a toe.” 
The body was identified as 
that of Kenneth Whitacre, 40, 
last address Alameda, Calif., 
across the bay from San Fran­ 
cisco. 
About 1 p.m. Tuesday, on the 
Jack Sullivan Ranch about a 
half-mile from the first dis­ 
covery, a hired hand was work­ 
ing a tractor in a field when he 
spotted a mound. 
Recalling the earlier dis­ 
covery, he thought it might be 
a grave. He told fireman Ray 
Duron, who called the sheriffs 
office. 
The second body was dis­ 
covered. 
Searching further, deputies 
found four more graves close 
together three-quarters of a 
mile away. A half-mile in the 
opposite direction they found 
the other three. 
Deputies said in each case 
the graves on the Sullivan land 
were about 3V*-feet to 5-feet- 
deep and six-feet-long. 
Late Tuesday night deputies 
dug tor bodies beneath aux­ 
iliary powered lights in a 
drizzle briefly turned into a 
rainstorm. The area was cor­ 
doned off to preserve any evi­ 
dence that might be found. 
Yuba City is a farming com­ 
munity of 14,000, about 130 
miles northeast of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
In a news conference after 
the arrest, the sheriff said Co­ 
rona has been in this country 
for some time but speaks little 
English. Whiteacre said he had 
to use an interpreter to commu­ 
nicate with the Mexican-Ameri- 
can prisoner. 
Whiteacre tentatively identi­ 
fied a second victim of the 
mass killings. He was Pete Pe­ 
terson, 63, of nearby Mary­ 
sville.

20 Tons Of Letters To American 
POWs Found In Paris Cellar 
PARIS (AP) — A week be­ 
fore Christmas, Merle E. Bet­ 
terton of Knoxville, Iowa, sent 
a $15 check to an organization 
seeking better treatment for 
American prisoners in North 
Vietnam. 
“I have a son in the Air 
Force,” Betterton wrote, “and 
he suggested for this Christmas 
that all of our family donate to 
your organization instead of 
spending so much on our­ 
selves,” 
The organization, the Nation­ 
al League of Families of Amer­ 
ican Prisoners of War and 
Missing in Action, never opened 
Betterton’s letter. It apparently 
was 
among 
thousands 
ad­ 
dressed to the league and 
brought to Paris by one of its 
delegates. Today the uncashed 
check lies in a callar in a Paris 
suburb, among more than 20 
tons of dust-covered letters and 
petitions 
from 
millions 
of 
Americans concerned about the 
prisoners held by Hanoi. 
Emile Jean Coustie, director 
of the moving company which 
owns the cellar, was astonished 
to find the check in a letter 
opened at random. He esti­ 
mated that more than three 
million letters and petitions 
were in his cellar, most of 
them in unopened envelopes. 
“I couldn’t possibly afford to 
have anyone search through all 
these letters,” he said. 
Coustie’s warehouse in Pan­ 
tin, a crumbling working-class 
district north of Paris, has be­ 
come the main directing point 
for the appeals brought or sent 
to Paris, usually addressed to 
the North Vietnamese delega­ 
tion at the peace talks. The de­ 
legation systematically refuses 
to accept the appeals, and they 
usually end up in the Pantin 
cellar.

In our travels through south Scotland 
we stayed at the Murray Arms Hotel in 
Gatehouse of Fleet. The Inn is owned 
and operated by Lady Murray Ulster, and 
was established over 300 years ago. One 
room is dedicated to Robert Burns, be­ 
cause if was here that he wrote his fa­ 
mous poem, Scots Wha Hae. On the walls 
of this Inn were framed prints that date 
back hundreds of years. They were sign­ 
ed lithographs, etchings, original letters 
. . . all invaluable, and all the type of 
thing that should be preserved in the 
museum. 
One wall of this hall featured framed 
posters that were printed by H. M. Sta­ 
tioners Office, S. and P. Co., for the Na­ 
tional Park Commission. These prints 
described the Code of the Countryside for 
Scotland. We read these with interest 
and felt that they should be not only 
shared, but observed by all Rush County 
residents. 
The first picture showed a tent with 
two bicycles leaning on a tree at the side. 
A teakettle hummed over the open fire. 
Underneath was written: 
“A moment of carelessness or haste, 
May turn fair scene to blackened 
waste, 
Then think upon the danger dire, 
And guard against all risk of fire.” 
(A country fire flares up suddenly. 
Camp or picnic fires not propei ly put 
out or lighted near dry crops can quickly 
start a blaze). 
The second print showed a boy run­ 
ning a pig with a pitchfork in his hand. 
Another kid was climbing onto a trac­ 
tor. 
"Whenever country-wards we roam, 
To visit the people in their home, 
To earn a welcome far and wide, 
Respect the life of the countryside.” 
Many farmers tools and most of his 
business supplies are kept where he can 
reach them. But they are as personal to 
him as things in our own garden or work­ 
shop) . 
The third framed print showed a horse, 
a cow, a goat, and a pig holding up a sign 
lettered thusly: “Litter is dangerous to 
animals.” 
“Sharp tins and bottles left in grass, 
May injure animals that pass, 
Protect them and preserve the view, 
By taking litter home with you.” 
The fourth framed print showed the 
farmer watching two adults trample 
down his corn as they walked across the 
field side by side. 
“The farmer frowns on lad or lass. 
Who treads his crops or tramples grass, 
So single file (not hand in hand), 
Keep to the paths across farm land.” 
(Corn that has been trodden flat, is 
difficult to harvest. Grass also is a valu­ 
able crop, and cannot be cut by ma­ 
chine when flattened). 
Nowhere in Scotland or England did 
we see litter or cans or bottles along the 
highway. Education on respect for prop­ 
erty starts young apparently, and in­ 
cludes public as well as private posses­ 
sions.

Wars have changed as has our 
modern pattern of living. Both 
changes have affected American 
Legion membership. 
Both World Wars were com­ 
plete and total efforts involving 
the entire country. Soldiers were 
inducted, trained, and marched 
to war in large numbers. Those 
remaining at home were part of 
the “all-out war effort.” Patriot­ 
ism was in “vogue'” and old 
soldiers flocked to the ranks of 
The American Legion. The or­ 
ganization hit its peak World 
War I 
veteran’s 
mem.bersh.ip 
early in the 40’s surpassing one 
million mem bers.. 
Legion Posts maintained con­ 
tact with, those in service. They 
manned service centers, provid­ 
ed phonograph, records and play­ 
ing cards, held going-away and 
welcome 
home 
parties, 
sent 
news letters and provided color 
guards and firing squads for 
those killed in service. 
There had been 25 years be­ 
tween wars and many soldiers 
were sons of older veterans. Sev­ 
eral had taken active parts in 
American 
Legion 
youth 
pro­ 
grams. 
The 
organization 
had 
built respect and public accep­ 
tance, and returning veterans 
flocked to join their fathers. 
Membership hit an all-time high 
in 1946 in excess of 3.5 million. 
Life had changed. Problems 
of the returning veteran did not 
require a “ crusade.” Entrench­ 
ed members expressed a desire 
to turn, the organization, over to 
the younger members, but con­ 
stantly erected roadblocks. It is 
a democratic organization, bas­ 
ed on “one mem,her, one vote.” 
They could take it over at the 
polls, but was it worth the ef­ 
fort? It required work. 
There were problems of new 
families and new jobs. Besides 
the “one-eyed monster” televis­ 
ion was more fun and less ef­ 
fort. Mem, her ship in the Legion, 
as in most volunteer organiza­ 
tions. dropped off. It has fluc­ 
tuated between 2.5 and 2.7 mil­ 
lion ever since. 
Korea came too soon. Many 
called into service were “ Re­ 
treads” completing time in Re­ 
serve units. They slipped away 
from home by ones and twos, 
and only members of the im­ 
mediate family knew they were 
gone, or had returned. 
Few at the home-front real­ 
ized the country was a t war. 
There were no troop trains to 
meet, few service centers. Life 
continued with few changes. The 
American Legion sat idle, and 
did not maintain contact with 
the soldiers. They got few re­

The program may get a little 
out of balance with its interest 
in national politics and war. but 
it is still a very bright spot in 
the schedule. 


Public broadcasting 
stations

cold, are a particular boon, to 
the bored viewer these nights. 
There are a number of pro­

wars. World W’ar II veterans 
found sons marching off to war. 
As Legion members, they tried 
harder to maintain contact than 
they had in the Korean conflict. 
They sign up a higher percen­ 
tage of the returnees, but not 
as many as the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 
World War II was a global 
conflict fought on many fronts. 
In spite of this, only a small 
percentage of the armed forces 
were sent overseas, a requisite 
for VFW membership. The VFW 
also permits membership while 
in service, and in all conflicts 
signed members up while in 
service. The Legion requires an 
honorable discharge after serv­ 
ice during a time of war. Korea 
found a higher percentage of 
the armed forces being used ov­ 
erseas than World War II. Now, 
almost everyone going into serv­ 
ice is assured of overseas as­ 
signment. 
What is the answer? The Le­ 
gion, like any other worthwhile 
church or civic organization, has 
both, good and bad. points. You 
weigh the good against the bad 
to see if the organization de­ 
serves your personal support. 
If you decide it deserves your 
support, then get in and wrork 
at it to overcome its faults. If 
it is not “ relevant,” it is be­ 
cause those entrenched in pow­ 
er work, while those who would 
change the organization remain 
outside and gripe. It is still a 
“one man, one vote” organiza­ 
tion. Those in power will remain 
until you cast your vote or feel 
it is worthwhile to become act­ 
ive. If it is not worth the effort, 
the Legion will fade like the 
Spanish War Veterans United 
and the Grand Army of the Rep­ 
ublic. 
Meanwhile, I hope the organi­ 
zation will spring to the defense 
of Purdue student Wayne C. 
Johnson.

for a legal career. I sincerely 
hope there is no jury in Indiana 
which, would find him guilty, 
but he deserves the best in legal 
defense.

Senate Refuses

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Tuesday rejected legis­ 
lation that would have forbid­ 
den the use of draftees on com­ 
bat assignments in Southeast 
Asia.

Opponents, led by Sen. John 
C. Stennis, D-Miss., said the 
a m e n d m e n t would have 
crippled efforts to attract more 
volunteers into the Army. 
Instead of enlisting, Stennis 
said, men would have waited 
for induction, knowing it car­ 
ried a guarantee against com­ 
bat assignment. 
But Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-

amendment, said the regular 
Army, drawing on men who en­ 
listed voluntarily, should be 
able to supply manpower for 
Vietnam combat units.

* They have three times the 
.number of submarines that we 
have. They will overtake us in 
th e number of sea-based ballis­ 
tic missile submarines in 1974, 
'a figure which has been publi­ 
cly announced. 
Therefore, we are up against 
an enemy who is building at a 
literally fantastic rate, who is 
willing to devote a very high 
percentage of its gross national 
product to defense, and from 
within defense, a very high per­ 
centage to his navy because he 
recognizes the tremendous ad­ 
vantage that control of the seas 
would give him.

to consider the nuclear carrier 
again in the fiscal ’73 budget. 
Q, I understand the most re­ 
cent price mentioned on the 
carrier 
was 
something 
over 
$800' million and your testimony 
indicated the price would go up 
another 100 million plus dollars 
if there was another years’ de­ 
ity . Is the Navy, because of 
what used to be called ‘gold 
plating’ or because of inflation, 
being priced out of a truly mod­ 
ern, sizeable fleet? 
A. No. not in my judgment. 
We are suggesting that what 


the Navy needs is . . . a lesser 
number of carriers, but more 
powerful and nuclear propelled, 
combined with a large number 
of much less sophisticated and 
much less costly ships. 
These include a new sea con­

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Nixon Given 
Warm W elcome 
In Alabama

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon, making his first 
campaign-stylc trip of the year 
into the Deep South, has casti­ 
gated some Northerners for a 
“double hypocritical standard’’ 
on race relations. 
Appearing Tuesday in Bir­ 
mingham and Mobile, Ala., the 
state 
that 
calls 
itself the 
“ Heart of Dixie.” Nixon pic­ 
tured- himself as sympathetic 


toward the South while having 
“utter contempt” for racial at­ 
titudes of some in the North. 
Police estimated at least 160,- 
000 persons turned out to greet 
Nixon in Alabama’s two largest 
cities. The welcome was as 
warm as the weather. Hostile 
chants were insignificantly few. 
Antiwar placards were far out­ 
numbered by printed ones read 
ing “Win in Vietnam.” 
Clearly, Nixon and his aides 
savored what they regarded as 
a political triumph on the home 
turf of Gov. George C. Wallace, 
the President’s third-party op­ 
ponent m 1968 and a potential 
1972 foe. 
Wallace was on hand in both 
cities with Nixon—terming the 


chief executive’s presence “ a 
signal honor”—but did not ride 
with the President in any of the 
day’s motorcades. The White 
House apparently wanted it 
that way. 
Nixon counted heavily on 
Southern support in 1968 and 
presumably will do so next 
year, although he has denied 
pursing a “Southern strategy.” 
■Uabama, which sees presi­ 
dents 
only 
infrequently—58 
years ago in the case of Mobile 
and 50 years ago in Birming­ 
ham -turned out impressively 
hiracial crowds. Blacks seemed 
as enthusiastic as whites in 
their respon.se. 
Nixon’s most pointed lan­ 
guage came at a private brief­ 


ing session in Birmingham for 
publishers, editors and broad­ 
casters from the 12 states of 
the Old Confederacy. He said: 
“ I know the difficult prob­ 
lems most of you in the South­ 
ern states have had on the 
school desegregation problem. I 
went to school in the South and 
so therefore 1 am more famil­ 
iar with how Southerners feel 
about that problem than others 


“I have nothing but utter con­ 
tempt for the double hypocritic­ 
al standards of Northerners 
who look at the South and point 
the finger and say, ‘Why don’t 
those Southerners do something 
about their race problem.’ " 
Nixon said the South in two 


years has undergone “ a peace­ 
ful, relatively quiet, Very sig­ 
nificant 
revolution” 
to 
its 
schools. He went on: 
‘‘Today 38 per cent of all 
black children in the South go 
to majority white schools. To­ 
day only 28 per cent of all 
black children in the North go 
to 
majority 
white 
schools. 
There has been no progress in 
the North to the past three 
years. There has been signifi­ 
cant progress in the South.”

The power lawn mower it one 
culprit messing up the environ­ 
ment. 
The gasoline is one cause of 
pollution, just as it Is in the au­ 
tomobile. Rut one major power 
mower 
manufacturer 
says 
fresh, unleaded gasoline will 
work fine to your grass cutter, 
not only reducing emissions into 
the air but actually helping 
mowers operate more efficient­ 
ly.A spokesman for a lawn mow­ 
er maker says the octane rating 
of the unleaded gasoline must 
be 90 or higher to be effective 
and the fuel must be fresh or it 
will lose its volatility. Using the 
proper gasoline will mean a 
cleaner running engine, less 
servicing, fewer sparkplug re­ 
placements and longer engine 
life. 
Then there is the noise pollu­ 
tion, especially on Sunday. The 
engine is one source. The 
blades, chains, belts and other 
moving parts add to the din. 
The noise from the blade is a re­ 
sult of air turbulence (as with 
airplane propellers), varying 
with the size and shape of the 
blade.

less power is needed tor each 
cutting; checking the mower 
blade for imbalance to insure 
quieter operation. A few nicks 
can unbalance the blade and 
cause vibration. 
Compost the Cuttings 
You can put grass cuttings to 
good use by putting them into a 
compost heap then using them 
later to improve your lawn or 
flower and vegetable bed. They 
act as a nutrí ant mulch. 
Thus, recycling grass elimi­ 
nates the need for toting clip­ 
pings to the dump. 
Leaving considerable clip­ 
pings on the lawn is not good be­ 
cause they can build up a 
smothering layer of thatch that 
cuts off light, moisture and 
food.

New York State Votes To Require 
One-Year Residence For Welfare 
ALBANY, N Y. (AP) - The 
state Senate has approved a 
controversial proposal requir­ 
ing one-year residency for wel­ 
fare payments after a bitter 
floor argument in which one 
senator challenged another to a 
duel. 
The Republican-backed meas­ 
ure, approved 32 to 21 Tuesday 
night, was attacked as racist- 
oriented by black legislators 
and Democrats. It was passed 
by the Assembly on Saturday. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rcoekfelier pro­ 
posed the measure and is sure 
to sign it. 
Under terms of the bill, 
newcomers to the state could 
be denied welfare benefits and 
allowed only token aid—lunch, 
for example, and transportation 
home. The residency require­ 
ment would continue, during a 
. five-year “emergency period.” 
Officials of the state Social 
Rervices Department said if the 
policy had been in effect in the 
past five years an average of 
12.000 persons would have been 
affected each year. They pre­ 
dicted a yearly savings of $4 
million to the state. 
Court challenges were prom­ 
ised by black and Puerto Rican 
lawmakers and other groups 
within minutes after the meas­ 
ure cleared the Senate. A 
spokesman for the New York 
Civil Liberties Union said a 
court suit already was being 
prepared. 
Charges were hurled back 
and forth across the floor dur­ 
ing debate and Sen. Martin 
Knorr, a Queens Republican, 
took offense at being labeled a 
racist. He was promptly chal­ 
lenged to a duel by Sen. Sidney 


von Luther, a black Democrat 
from Manhattan. 
"You just name the time and 
place in a country where it’s le­ 
gal,” von Luther said. 
The debate lasted almost four 
hours. 
“I spent the first 13 years of 
my life in Nazi Germany where 
signs were posted saying ‘Ju- 
den Verboten,’ ” said Sen. Man­ 
fred Ohrenstein. another Man­ 
hattan Democrat. 
“With this bill we are hang­ 
ing up signs in airports, bus 
stations and highways saying: 
‘Black and Puetro Rican men 
and women verboten.’ ”

Seymour 
Thaler, 
a 
Queens Democrat, said that 12,- 
000 persons represent less than 
one per cent of the state's 1.6 
million welfare population. Of 
the 12,000, he said, 8,000 would 
be children.
